OPIUM. COMMISSION 
-ARRIVES HERE 


REPRESENTING LEAGUE OF 
- NATIONS: 


TO STUDY LOCAL QUESTION 

The League of Nations’ Opium 
Commission is here. + This morning 
they Interviewed Mr. J. D. Lioyd, 
Superintendent of the Imports and 
Exports Dept. of the Governmont,’ 
but the programme for their stgy 
here was not made known. 


The personnel of the Commission 
comprises Monsieur E. EB 
Ekatrand, Swedish Minister to 
Buenos Alrea, Monsieur Max Leo 
Gerard, a Belgian banker and well- 
known financial authority, and Dr... 
Jean Halvasa, late Czecho-Stovkian

Objects of Tour

FOUGHT WITH KNIFE, 


Bad Tempered Young 
’ Man Warned 


“HEIGHT OF COWARDICE” 

That: taking a knife Into one’s 
hand deliberately to strike a man 
was much more serious ‘than a fist- 
to-flat fight, svas the point raised by 
Mr. 'T. 8. Whyte-Smith at the Kow- 
loon Magiatracy on Saturday, when 
he convicted and fined Mok Chuen 
(19),.an electrician, $100 for mali- 
clously wounding Chan Fu, a stall 
holder, &t Reclamation Street. 

As this was of interest to market 
fokis, many’ of them thronged. the 
Court and listened with gaping 
mouths to the proceedings. 

Datective Sergeant Fowlle, prose- 
cuting on behalf of the police, called, 
on the complainant to giva evidence. 
ewlt was intimated that a cross: 
summons for assault on the defend: 
ant had been served on the ¢om- 
plainant. 

Giving his version of the affair, 
Chan Fu.related that at 8 p.m. on 
Saturday, (Jan. 4) the’ defendant, 
who had been ‘a friend of -his for 
years, came to the atall and ap 
proached his elder brother (Chan 
Chan) for the return of 80 cents, 
pressing him that if he gid not get 
it, a deduction of Chan Chan’s pay 
would be the result. The witness 
did not know anything about the de- 
fondant owing $6.90, as he paid his 
fruit bills quarterly. 

Continuing, Chan Fu said that ho 
interfered to see what the quarrel 
was about between his brother and 
his friend. The defendant then 
produced a bank-note, and handed it 
to Chan Chan, ‘who passed it on to 


witness. Witness indicated that ho 


did not agree with the deduction 
echeme. 

The defendant, however, insisted, 
and on witness’ refusal to comply, 
heated words led to a second quar- 
rel, 

Defendant Floored 

The blows came. The defendant 
pushed the witness down with his 
hand, and got on top of him, but the 
tables were turned when the com- 
plainant floored the defendant. Tha 
foki, Chan Kit, then came up to the 
witness and told him to leave the de- 
fendant alone and ‘to stop the fight. 

Witness went to another stall and 
while talking, the defendant came 
up suddenly towards Chan Fu with 
¢ knife in his hand and lunged a de 
liberate blow at his ‘head. Chan Fu 
hhad the presence of mind to dodge, 
but not sufficiently, because the left 


side of his chin caught the blade.| | 


A second blow at. Chan. Fu was 
warded off by witness, whose left 
arm (at the wrist) was cut in so 


‘doing. : 
The Police Called 
A bystander then blew the police 
whistle which brought a Chinese de- 
tective to the scene, and the defend- 
ant was taken to the Station. 


Another witness, Chan Kit, said|' 


that he did not see the actual fight, 
but saw hands flying about (Iaugh- 
ter), and also saw the complainant's 
finger mingled with blood as he 
wiped his chin. ‘ 

_ Defendant's Story 

Defendant, on oath, sald that he 
owed the stall $6.90 and that he pay- 
ed quarterly or half-yearly. He 
had a few words over a po piu deal 
when the brother (complainant) 
overheard it and came to see what 
was the matter. He at once put 
his finger in the pte. e 

Defendant alleged that the com- 
plainant pushed him first and, that 
whilst he was staggering to his feet 
he was struck and floored. Natur- 
ally, as the knife was the nenrest 
thing handy, he took it and Iashed 
out with fury at the complainant but 
the denied having used it deliberately. 

“Very Dangerous” 

The’ Magistrate remarked that it 
seemed to him the defendant was a 
very bad tempered young man, and 
that he was capable of being very 
dangerous when he lost his temper. 
Hig Worship warned him that ff he 
took up a knife again to hit. other 
peaple ha would have to pay for. it 
and strongly emphasised that fight- 
Ing an unarmed.man was the height 
of cowardliness.. |. 

The defendant was fined $100, and|’ 
both parties wore bound over to 
Keep ‘the peace. .

TORONTO HARBOUR | 


Its Prominence and 
Potentialities 


Toronto has a potential future far 


exceejling that of any other city in, 


the Dominion af Cannda. It ia tho 
radiating centre of all travel by land 
and water; Cannda’s two transcontin- 
ental railways, running 
and west from Toronto, gridiron tho 
Province of Ontario with their numer 
ous branchea and *provide casy and 
rapid facilities for the collection of 
raw materials and the economic dis- 
tribution of manufactured products to 


all parts of the world; and passenger 
and freight steamers leave the har- 
bour daily, during the seasan of 
navigation, for Montreal, Quebee and 
Atlantic ports, na well ax for ports 
on the upper Lakes. ; , 

Toronto possesses the only major 
harbour on the north shore of Lake 
Ontario, and, by reason of its gcogra- 
Phical position, is now the distributing 
centre of the largest manufacturing 
nrea in the Dominion of Canada. It 
nlso possesses a waterfront 10 miles 
long from cast to west, 95 por cent. 
of which is owned and controlled by 
the Toronto Harbour Commissioners 
and City of’ Toronto, 

The harbour occupies a leading placa 
among the ports of the Great Lakes, 
and has been.specially prominent dur- 
inge the past 12 years on account of 
the very extensive harbour and watcr- 
front improvements which have beon 
undertaken by the Harbour Commia- 
sioners, — These improvements cm- 
brace n threefold project; the provi- 
sion of adequate facilitics for the in- 
duatrial and commercial expansion of 
the city, the co-ordination of rail 
and water transportation, and the pro- 
vision ,,of. waterfront parks, drive- 
ways, nd recreational rreas. 

All of these schemgs are’ moro than 
two-thirds complete, and Toronto will 
be rendy to accommodnte not only the 
vessels of 10,000 to 12,000 tons which 
will pass ‘from _ Lakes — Superior, 
Michigan, Huron and Erie to Lake 
Ontario through the new Welland 
Ship . Canal upon its 


ocean carriers which may, in 
the not very distant future, 
.be carrying freight from European 
ports through the proposed St. 
Lawrence deep waterway to Ports on 
the Great Lrkes. 


Docks, Wharves, and Piers’ 

The “whole harbour is 
deepened to a navigable depth 
of 30 ft, permanent . concrete 
docks, wharves and piers are 

being constructed, and two industrial 
districts, now nearing completion, aro 
boing reclaimed out of arcas which, in 
1914, were covered by water, 

The work of reclamation, begun In 
the summer of 1025, ‘is still in ‘pro- 
gress, but the Harbour Commissioners 
have decided to carry:it only os far 
as the Bulkhead Line, so that the 
piers and slips of that portion of tke 
development lying between the Bulk- 
head Line, ‘can be constructed, when 
necessary, to meet the requirements of 
intending purchasers or lessces, 

Each of these districts offers manu- 
facturers: hydro-electric power at cost 
direct from Niagara Falls, perfect co- 
ordination of rail and water trana- 
portation, free awitching from all rail- 
roads, present and future, operating 
into. Toronto, unsurpassed industrial 
sites with direct access to rail and 
water transportation, and a market of 
upwards of, 1,000,000 people’ within 
ensy trucking distance over paved 
highways. A railway siding is olac 
available for every industry establish- 
ed on harbour lands, while free and 
cnsy acceas to all harbour propertics 
is assured by tho’ construction of the 
viaduct now in progress, 

Compared with other years ‘the pnst 
twelve months have shown a marked 
inercase in the demand for harbour 
Iands, which may be assigned to the 
general improvement in bysineas con- 
ditions in Ontario and thd opportun- 
ities afforded by the economic’ advan- 
trees possessed by tho harbour in- 
dustrial districts. A proof of 
the latter statement. lea . in 
the fact that during the past twelve 
months four industries alone have 
expended not jess than $6,000,000

RIGHTS AT SEA . 


Problems of Contraband 
and Neutrals 


|_ Vice-Admiral Sir Herbert W 
Richmond, who presided over the Intex: 
national Conference on the Safety of 
Life at Sea last spring, took the chair 
at a lecture at the London School of 
Economics by Professor = Pearea 
; Higgina, on “The Development of 
International Law in Relation’ to 
Neutral Rights at Sea.” 

The Chairman said that it was im- 
Possible to state what the United States 
might do In the next war, because they 
were not members of the League of 
Nations. Would they remain neutral 
or not? “Contraband” was almost an 
impossible word to define. Items they 
put on a contraband list to-day might 
have no association whatever with war 
supplies te morrow. As a point of in- 
ternational law, they were bound to 
consider those problems, though they 
all hoped, with pacts-and agreements 
and covenants, that there would be no 
further war. He dwelt on the import- 
ance of studying international law, 
and urged students.at the London 
school of Economics to take up that 
subject, which had'such a great future. 

Professor Higgins delivered an his- 
toric lecture on the Inw of contra. 
band and blockade. He showed how 
neutrals and belligerents always de- 
parted from agreement drawn up 
tn peace-time when war actually broke 
out.. The Kellogg-Briand! Pact} and the 
Covenant of -the League of - Nations 
were the great hopes for the future 
peace of tht world, The historians ho 
quoted showed that Neutrality was not 
morally justifiable in time of war. 

They had heard a lot about the 
blovkade of Germany in the. 1914- 1018 
war, but there was not o single caso 
arising from that blockade in the 
British Prize Court. All the pre-war 
Qgreements on contraband and block. 
ades had failed \to operate in the war, 


Paris would depend on the action of 
the U.S.A. The Powers of the world 
had denounced and renounced war, It 


to sve those undertakings were car. 
ried out. The price of peace was in- 
creasing vigilance ‘in the field ot for- 
cign relations.

Kidnapping gaugs have actually

The kidnap- 
pers chose midnight as “zero” hour,

and one Russian wounded. 

The bandits fled; tho French 
police came up, and the intended 
victim ‘rashly concluded that the 
battle was over.' "Not so. Tho 
besieging “army” returned at 4 
am, and, after scaling a high wall, 


tried to break down tho front door. 
Again they were beaten off with the 
loss of one ‘man, and that was” 
enough for them, 

_ Other ‘attacks on the houses have 
been hardly less determined. A 
British member of the Shanghal 
police. force killed five bandits 
single-handed during one raid which . 
was as sensational as any ‘encoun: 
ter with desperadoes in the palmy 
days of the “Wild West." 

The police know that at least 
‘£60,000 was paid last. year in ran* 
soms to bands. of kidnappers 
operating in Shanghai, ‘but this 
sum fs only a fraction of the whole, 
for the majority of the transactions 
Never comes to their knowledge. 
Every possible precaution is taken 
within the. Hmits - of the Inter. 
national Settlement. to cope with 
the criminals. But the authorities 
in the Chinese city are less zealous, 
and the. major operations in 
banditry. are planned outside the 
Settlement. 

The result of this established 
trade in ransoms is the organisation 
éf groups of personal bodyguards. 
Out-of-work Russians, preferably | 
ex-Service men, 
have been approved by the Inter- 
national police, are available for-the 
Protection of | wealthy Chinese. 
Nearly 400 are 30 employed at thp 
present time. A single Chinese 
may have as many as six in his 
employ for personal protection and 
tho constant patrolling of his house 
and garden. ‘They are paid from 
£8 to £10 a month, with rations, 
and given a uniform which varies 
from old khaki to the really smart 
military dress approved by some 
discriminating clients. 

Shanghai’s underworld teems 
with vicious criminals, and Chicago 


fs nowhere in comparison, as'Mr. . 


Stirling. Fessenden, Director-Gen- 
eral of the Municipal Council, re- 
cently admitted. “Chicago?” said 
Mr. Fessenden, ‘why Shanghai on 
a normal day: has more murderg, 
kidnappings, daylight robberles ‘and 
miscellaneous cases of assault and 
battery than Chicago in a week.”

THE FALL OF THE DOLLAR 


[To the Editor of “China Mail.) 

Sir,—l should not have thought 
it possible that.so many editorial 
commenis and interviews — with 
-anonymous “authorities” could have 
exhibited such a complete Inck of 
“comprehehsion of fundamental facts 
“as has come to light on thig subject. 

One authority, who granted a long 
interviow, implied that if the Hong 
Kong dollar had been fixed at about 
2/-, we should, by our geographical 
position, . have had a sentimental 
effezt on Shanghai and prevented 
the drop in silver! It is hardly 
necessary to dwell upon the 
absurdity of such oa View. 
Most of the commentators 
seem obsessed swith = the idea 
that if it were not for some 
‘Imaginary conspiracy, we in Hong 
Kong wouki really be basking in 
prosperity, with a 2’. dollar, and 
surveying with aloofness the fate 
of Ching’s silver currency, One of 
their complaints is that “the Danks 
should never have’put ws back of a 
silver basis.” 

Their arguments and comments 
overlook the fact that this Colony 
has always been on a silver basis. 
Our’ Hong Kong dollar isa. silver 
dollay and pyr bank-notes promise 
to pay ouly situer dollars, Yet a lot 
of energy is expended in arguing 
about the benefits of being on a 
“note basis’? What is meant by 
this? What backing is sugested 
for these notes? 

Every reliable currency is backed 
either by gold or silver. Ours is 
based on silver and we cannot blink 
our eyes to the fact. Any attempt 
to evade this and maintain our 
dollar at an artificial level can only 
bring into play an additional ele- 
‘ment of uncertainty. to hamper our 
trade still more.~ It is bad enough 
to contend with the vagaries of 
ailver without introducing a further 
apeculative factor, in having a 
fluctuating premiym on notes which 
ages no relation to their silver 
backing. 

Hong Kong has very little ine 
fluence on the price of silver and 
_avas powerless to prevent the recent 
slump. The slump is serious, and 
Hong Kong and Shanghai are equal- 
ly hard hit by it. We are alt grumbl- 
ing. But whereas the Shanghai 
_ people recognised that the fall is due 
solely to economic causes, the Hong 

. Kang sufferers who have so: far 
given vent to their feelings in the 
Press acem bent upon finding a 

+ scapegoat. In the course of doing 

"go, a great deal of nonsense has been 
published, Elaborate arguments 
have been built up on false premises, 

~ not only by writers who admit that 
they are only speaking as laymen 
but by “experts” who do not appear 
to have acquired much grasp of the 
realities of the situation. 

Some argue as though we have 


"only been: on a silver basis for the 


past three months, others demand a 
gold basis with the dollar fixed at 
1/9, 1/10 or 1/-, under the delusion 
that this will give us an immense 
advantage over Shanghai in our 
trade dealings with,China, Can it 
bo seriously believed that if we could 
miriculously transform our syetem 
into'a gold basis at this very 
moment, with the dollar, ‘say, at 
1/10, our trade with South China 
would be on any better footing than 
it actually ia? Would the mainland, 
svith its depreciated silver currency, 
be in any better position to buy 
goods from us? Obviously, it would 
not . Great Britain, with its gold 
‘basis, cannot sell its good to China 
at the moment; is it reasonable to 
suppose that Hong Kong with a gold 
dasis would be in any better case? 
Critics are apt to forget.that Hong 
Kong {s practically a depot and for 

_ trade purposes ‘we and South China 
are as one entity, 

I do not wish these remarks to be 
construed os “an attempt to justfy 
alow dollar’ or as showing no 
sympathy with the wage-earner 
whose purchasing power has been 
‘yedueed by the drop’in exchange 
(most of us are “in the same boat” 
fn that respect). This is outaide 

the / fact that we are ona silver 
‘baale, that at no time have the banks 
been, under’ an’ allegation to pay 
other than silver against their notes, 
end that’ all. suggestions os to our 
- dollar -belng maintained at 2/- or 
1/10, when ft ‘is worth but 1/6%; 
a ora not only foolish but :futile.

THE “JUNIOR LOCAL” EXAM. 


(To the Editor of “China Mail."] 


Dear Sir,—I think the following 
figures concerning the recently 
published results of the Junior 
Local Examination are worth con- 
sidering and ought to be more 
widely known. 

Out of a total of 545 candidates 
(boys) entered, only 153 or 28 
per cent. passed. Even if we res- 
trict our attention to the six 
Schools sending in the largest 
number of candidates, the results 
are Httle better. Out of a total 
of 323 candidates entered, only 
112 or 35 per cent, passed. In 
other words, only ope student in 
three, educated by these Schools, 
is deemed by the University to 
a reached a satisfactory stand- 
ard, 

I think, Sir, such drastic re- 
sults show very serious lack 
of understanding on the part 
of the University of, local 
conditions and call for ex- 
planation. Surely the teaching 
in the Colony cannot have de- 
teriorated so much in the course 
of one year! These variations In 
the standard from year to year 
reduce the examination to’ pure 
farce and as such one wonders 
whether it .might not well be 
abolished. Might I ask why there 
is no association of teachers in 
the.Colony 7 take up such mat- 
ters?

, | TANG'S TRAVELLING FEES 


Shanghal, Saturday, 

General Yen Hai-san has decided 
that after. the disposition of Tang 
Seng-chi's remnants and after mak: 
ing preparation for the'rehabllitation 
in Honan, he will leave Chengchow 
for Shansi, assigning however, to 
Generals Sun Cho and Han Fu-kut 
the task to deal with the supprea- 
sion of bandits in Honan. . ° 

Generals Liu Shih and Chiang 
Ting-wen, arrived on Jan..9 at Hsu- 
chang. The loyal troops under 
General Hsia Tao-yen and a portion 
of the 9th Division are still chasing 
the rebels along Linyue and Yen- 
cheng. The enlistment of insur 
gents en route by General Hsin. is 
surprising, the number being over 
7,000. 

Bandits Again _Active 

For the suppression of the bandits 
whose recrudescence has become 
active in’ Lincheng and Han-chaung, 
Shantung, General Fu Tso-yee, the 
Defence Commissioner of’ Tientsin, 
has despatched two regimenta of 
his troops there of which the van- 
Suards have arrived. at Chu-sin. 


Tang Seng-chi’s Remnants 


The Central:Government has in- 
structed General Yen Hsi-san by 
wire to take the following measures 
regarding Tang Seng-chi and his 
remnants:—1l. According to the 
same treatment extended to .the 
Kwangsi clique, Tang Seng-chi is 
to be given a sum of $60,000 by the 
Central Authorities, ag travelling 
expenses, to foreign countries. 

2. The troops under Liu Hing 
are to be re-organized as Defence 
Guards and to be transferred back 
to Honan for the suppression of 
bandits, :

“Red Spear” Fraternities 


In view of the termination of tho.

all the Red-spear fraternities that 
have been lately enlisted up to the 
number of several ten thousands.
